GuideStone  isn't  alone  in  its  belief 
that  denominational  health  insurance 
programs  are  in  jeopardy,  Hawkins  said. 
GuideStone,  he  said,  is  part  of  a  coalition 
of  32  denomination-backed  retirement 
and  health  insurance  programs. 

"{The  coalition  met]  about  tv/o 
months  ago,  and  it  was  the  consensus  of 
every  one  of  those  denominations...  that 
if  this  program  goes  through  that  die 
president  wants  to  go  through,  there 
won't  be  any  of  us  that  will  have  a  health 
insurance  program,"  Hawkins  said. 

"You  can't  compete  wrath  somebody 
else  who  doesn't  have  to  not  just  make  a 
profit,  but  doesn't  even  have  to  break 
even  Jandl  can  print  money  and  support 
it  with  your  tax  dollars." 

Hawkins  added,  "I  hear  the  president 
say  you'll  all  be  able  to  keep  your  insur¬ 
ance.  The  problem  is  [the  insurance  com¬ 
panies]  that  are  providing  it  aren't  going  to 
be  able  to  be  there  for  you  to  keep  it" 

Hawkins  called  the  debate  over  health 
care  a  "great  crisis"  and  asked  for  people 
to  pray  for  the  situation.  He  also  said  that 
while  health  insurance  premium  rates 
have  skyrocketed  nationally,  GuideStone's

Hawkins  announced  in  August  that  he 
has  been  diagnosed  with  prostate  cancer.  He 
underwent  surgery'  in  September  "For  the 
past  many  months  my  doctors  have  been 
monitoring  my  PSA  (Prostate  Specific 
Antigen) counts,"  said  Hawkins,  62.  "...I had 
a  biopsy  and  subsequently  found  out...  that 
1  have  been  diagnosed  with  prostate  cancer." 

The  PSA  blood  test,  one  indicator  of  the

level  of  a  protein,  prostate-specific  antigen 

Hawkins  said  he  and  his  wife  Susie  "are 
receiving  this  as  part  of  God's  plan  for  our 
lives  ana  are  trusting  Him  through  it  all.

Powell.  GuideStone  is  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  entity  that  provides 
retirement,  insurance,  and  investment 
management  products  and  services  to 
churches,  ministries,  hospitals,  educa¬ 
tional,  and  other  institutions. 

Hawkins  previously  was  pastor  erf  First 
Church  in  Dallas  for  four  years  and  First 
Church  in  Fort  Lauderdale,  FI.,  for  15  years. 

Hawkins'  announcement  follows  on  die 
heels  erf  news  of  another  prominent  Southern 
Baptist's  battle  with  prostate  cancer. 

"In  April,  after  a  routine  checkup  and 
subsequent  biopsy,  I  was  diagnosed  with 
prostate  cancer,"  said  Jack  Graham,  for¬ 
mer  SBC  president  and  pastor  of 
Prestonwooa  Church  in  Plano,  Texas. 

"This  was  not  what  we  expected  to 
hear,  but  received  it  as  a  part  of  God's 
plan  for  my  life  knowing  full  well  we 
can  trust  Him  in  everything." 

Graham  underwent  successful  surgery 
May  14,  and  Se  said  physicians  have  assured 
him  that  his  "prognosis  is  outstanding."

"After  much  prayer,  it  was  my  desire 
to  keep  the  surgery  private  for  a  number 
of  reasons,"  he  said.  "So,  10  days  after 
surgery,  I  returned  to  the  pialpit  and  a 
somewhat  scaled-back  schedule.  That 
was  a  push,  but  God  has  been  faithful  to 
strengthen  me." 

On  June  6-7,  Preston  wood  celebrated 
Graham's  20th  anniversary  as  pastor  of  the 
church,  which  has  more  than  tripled  in 
membership  since  he  arrived.  On  that 
weekend,  a  member  of  the  church's  per¬ 
sonnel  committee  announced  that  Graham 
would  receive  a  two-month  sabbatical  in 
recognition  of  his  milestone  anniversary.
